INCOME TAX ON LEAVE REMUNERATION 


The following notice has been received from 
M. A. ROUSELL, Comptroller. 


The following should be of interest to 
faculty members planning leave of absence 
with financial assistance in 1973. 

During the 1971 and 1972 calendar years, 
many faculty members on leave of absence 
outside Canada who were able to establish the 
status of a non-resident, were able to obtain 
exemptions from income tax on portions or all 
of their leave remuneration. In both years, 
because of the structure of the Income Tax 
Act, the Board of Governors authorized the 
prepayment by December 31 of the balance 
of the leave remuneration that would normally 
have been paid in the following year (subject 
to certain conditions). Staff members now 
planning paid leave commencing this year have 
been enquiring as to what conditions will 
prevail for 1973. 

It has now come to my attention that Budget 
Resolution Number 29 of the Ways and Means 
Committee provides that, after February 19, 
1973 where a former resident of Canada is in 
receipt of remuneration from a Canadian 
employer, he or she will be deemed to have 
been employed in Canada and such 
remuneration must be included in such a 
person’s taxable income earned in Canada. 

This proposal to amend Sections 114 and 
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115 of the Income Tax Act would be effective 
for the 1973 taxation year of any individual 
who leaves Canada after February 19, 1973. If 
these amendments are approved by Parliament 
it would appear that the previous exemption 
will no longer be available. 


DATES FOR FEEDERS’ DAY AND RANCH FIELD DAY 

The Universiy of Alberta’s annual Feeders’ 
Day will be held on Monday, June I1, 1973. 

This is a change from the traditional first 
Saturday in June, but in recent years 
participants have suggested that a later date 
and a day other than Saturday might be more 
appropriate. 

As usual the results of livestock experiments 
completed during the preceding 12 months in 
the Department of Animal Science will be 
summarized in bulletin form and discussed by 
the researchers beginning at 10 a.m. Lunch 
will be available on the grounds at the 
Edmonton Research Station, 68 Avenue and 
116 Street. 

The University of Alberta’s Ranch Field Day 
will be held at Kinsella, Alberta on Monday, 
June 18 commencing at 10 a.m. The program 
presents an opportunity to witness at first-hand 
the practical research carried on to improve 
efficiency and productivity in beef production, 
as in selection, cross-breeding, and carcass 
merit determination.
